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Will There be Better Prices? 
Arizona Hoof and Horn] 

A careful survey of the live stock 
market—present and prospectively 
—is by no means reassuring for 
any marked increase in the price 
of beef during the present year. 
The shipping season of 1888 prom- 
ises to be, in many respects, a 
repetition of that of 1887, in one 
feature especially so, and that is 
the number of cattle that will be 
shipped from the northern Terri- 
tories for the double purpose of 
clearing off the ranges and going 
out of the business. The history 
of the cattle business of the West 
will show that without exception 
every Winter during which incle- 
ment weather caused heavy losses, 
was followed by a shipping season 
where the chief feature of the ship- 
ping was a panicky desire on the 
part of the shippers to either get 
out of the cattle business or reduce 
their herds to numbers that could 
be easily handled and cared for. 
This was one of the chief causes 
for the low prices of 1887, and as 
the present Winter promises to be 
even more disastrous than was 
that of 1886-87, it may be reason- 
ably expected to produce the same 
results. Another element tending 
to the maintenance of present 
prices is theJarge number of Texas 
cattle held over from last year on 
account of the closing of the old 
Texas trail northward, which must 
find a market in the butchering 
centers, instead of in the breeding 
grounds of the north, as heretofore, 
while during 1887 the number of 
cows that found their way to the 
shambles was unusually large, and 
the continuance of low prices will 
see the number of cows thus dis- 
posed of still further increased. 
This can, itis true, mean ultimately 
but one thing—a decrease in the 
production of beef, but such de- 
crease cannot influence prices in 
the near future, as it will not be 
felt for two or three years to come. 
In the meantime Arizona and New 
Mexico, two Territories that have 
been holding on like grim death 
for a reaction since the decline be- 
gan in ’84,are beginning to feel 
that the vast amount of surplus 
beef that each possesses must be 
marketed, and that the California 
demand is too limited to take care 
of this surplus, and that eastern 
points must handle it. Should these 
Territories ship their accumulated 
beef stock, and but very little 
pressure is required to start them, 
it will have the same depressing 
effect on the market that the mar- 
keting of the cattle from the 
drouth-stricken districts of the 
Central States had during the sea- 
son of 1887. Another feature that 
pute a damper on any very enthu- 
siastic figuring for high prices in 
88 is the large number of steers 
held in Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska for the pur- 
pose of being fattened, which ani- 
mals, although they figure in the 
market reports for 1887 as having 
been disposed of, are destined to 

pear in 1888 as a No. 1 article of 
beef, every increase in the supply 
of which means a diminished de- 
mand and lower prices for the or- 
dinary range product. Taking all 
thin into consideration, the 
opinion forces itself upon us that 
1888 is more apt to see the price of 
1887 maintained than materially 
improved.

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D. Allen, Keq., returned from a 
week’s visit to the Golden State 
last night, and was met by a Ga- 
ZETTE reporter this morning. On 
being asked as to what he saw, he 


responded that he visited the San 
Jose Citrus Fair, and that the exhibit 


there did not come up to what he 
expected to see. His disappoint- 
ment, he suggested, was probably 
owing to the lateness of the season 
and the fact that that part of Cali- 
fornia had made no pretensions to 
making the orange a specialty; 
that the grape, peach, prune and 
other fruits were the favorites of 
that section, and that there was 
quite a display of these iu à dried 
state and preserved state, as well as 
oranges, etc. 

“Did you see any otLer portions 
ofthe State?“ 

„Ves; after getting through with 


business in San Francisco, on my 
way home, I took a run up the Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon road as far as 
Biggs.”’ ä 

Well, what have you to say of 
that locality ?“ 

„J found the valley much more 
extensive aud attractive than 1 an- 
ticipated, and was quite surprise: 
to see that the large tracts of land 
were used almost exclusively for 
wheat growing. The large fields of 
graiu lead one to the conclusion 
that the ranchers went in there be- 
lieving it their sole mission to raise 
wheat, and to depend upon China- 
men for all else in the shape of farm 
productions for home consumption. 
There were but few gardens, aud 
very few trees of any kind about 
any of their bomes. On nearing 
Marysville, I saw that a few had 
changed wheat for hops, and a few 
had planted thriving lookiug or- 
chards, and near Wheatland and at 
ether poinis here and there, some 
of the more enterprisiug were giv- 
ing some attention to orchard 
growing.“ 

„What have you to say about 
Biggs and the surroundings?“ 

“From my observatious, I con- 
cluded the citizens of that village 
are just awakening from a long 
sleep, and are beginning to realize 
there is more on earth than wheat 
growing, and that the soil in that 
vicinity and the other physical 
conditions are such as to warrant 
them in following the example of 
the few who have been more ag- 
greasive and progressive. In my 
short atay and drives into the coun- 
try, I was convinced from the oreh- 
ards aud vineyards I saw that «t 
least a portion of Butte county will | 
be the adopted home of the orange, 
peach, grape, apricot, prunes and 
other like fruits, possessing, as that 
part of the country does, the very 
richest soil, which varies in chara 
ter from the most ferlile loam to 
that of almost adobe, which has a 
depth that insures durability.“ 

“Some of our citizens are inter- 
ested in the Rio Bonito colony; did 
you visit it, if so what are your im- 
pressions as to its success?’ 

“Tbe fact that Congressman Biggs 
located the lands, aud accumulated | 
a competency on them avd was suc- 
ceetied by bis son, should be a guar- 
antee as to the quality. It has been 
a wheat and stock ranch. The 
small orchard aud vineyard by the 
owelting bouse is sufficient evi- 
dences of the success of the grape, 
apple and peach, and the large vine- 
yard, and about sixty acres of an 
orchard adjoining, will satisfy the 
most skeptical, that fruit growing 
wil be made a success there. 
The tremendous growth of oak and 
other trees show the strength of the 
soil, and the lay of the land can not 
be surpassed, the entire body gently 
sloping toward the river, whose 
banks at that point will never be 
overflowed. This young colony and 
the village of Biggs is a great thorn 
in the flesh of Oroville, that has 
been bidding for the Methodist 
College, A committee of preachers 
were sent out by Bishop Potter to 
select a location, and if straws indi- 
cate anything, Rio Bonito will get 
it. Many sales have 2 been 
made by Messrs. Preble and Young, 
and the college once located on 
their lands, will not only assure 
the rapid sale of the tracts they have 
plotteu, but they will bave a ready 
market for the 1,700 ares, adjoiuing 
Rio Bonito, bonded while I was 
there.“ 

‘Then you have confidence in 
the future of that locality ?’’ 

„I have; and I have no reason to 
doubt that intelligent experiments 
will prove that Rio Bonito and 
vicinity will soon become noted as 
one of the favored fruit sections of 
California. It has the richness of 
soil, a favorable climate, is ucces- 
sible to railroads and bas the best of 
water. These will necessarily in- 
vite capital, and those who desire 
lovely home-, and especially who 
wish to devote themselves to fruit 
culture. The influx of population 
to that locality, in a few years, will 
be great.

Of course, times 
ave greatly changed since then. 
Now there are $1,500,000 worth 
of terrapin caught out of the Chesa- 
peake Bay and ifs tributaries every 
year. As the price averages fully 830 
a dozen, this represents 600,000 terra- 
pins annually. During the season 
over 500 men are engaged in catching 
them. They are caught on both 
sides of the bay, from Rappahannock 
to Spring Gardens. They are found 
3 the watercresses grow, and, 
ult beg probably know, the Chesa- 
e Bay is the best body of water 
— this grass in the world. It is that 
which gives them their wonderful 
flavor.“ Mr. Scoggins, who knows 
from a long personal observation all 
that is worth knowing on this subject, 
is-a firm believer in the terrapin, both 
as a food and as a medicine. He cited 
to his visitor several remarkable sto- 
ries of its sustaining power. On 
the Ist of last September,“ said he, 
‘‘T selected four terrapins from my 
stock, weighing exactly four pounds 
each. I was very precise about the 
weight, as [ wished them for a spe- 
cific purpose. These I placed in a 
strong box, which was entirely empty. 
I nailed this box up securely and laid 
it aside. On the Ist of April I opened 
it for the first time since it had been 
closed. What do you think was the 
result of the seven months of total 
abstinence from both food and drink?” 

‘* Starvation, of course.“ 

„There is where you are mistaken. 
Not only were the diamond backs 
well and hearty, but their average 
weight was four pounds and one ounce 
each, They had gained one ounce on 
nothing. Ihave tried thesame exper- 
iment before, and always with simi- 
lar results. It doesn’t cost much to 
board terrapins, does it?“ 

Mr. Scoggins related an instance ol 
the recuperative powers of the terra- 
pin. One night a healthy rat made a 
sizable meal off a terrapin’s hind 
foot, and left an ugly sore. The ter- 
rapin was placed in a box by itself. 
Nothing was applied to the sore, and 
in the space of twenty-four hours the 
wound was completely healed. There 
are several methods of catching the 
terrapin. Oneis by adredge, another 
by a seine, another by a-net, and still 
another by a three- pronged stick, 
With the latter the catcher prods in 
the mud until he feels something 
move, and then he reaches down for 
the diamond back. The element ol 
luck naturally enters largely into ter- 
rapin catching, but experience fre- 
quently shows where they most 
abound. Good catchers know the 
reptile’s peculiarities, and when they 
discover a luxurious growth of water- 
eress they lie low fur their prey, as 
that is sure to prove a terrapin feed- 
ing ground.—| Baltimore American.

The term blue blood from the Span- 
ish phrase sangre azul, is much used 
without a very clear idea of its signifi- 
cation. Its meaning is—not that the 
blood itself is blue 8 that all 
venous blood has a bluish tinge), 
but that the persons or class to whom 
the term is applied have skins 80 
white and transparent that the veins 
show blue through them, and this is 
taken as a certain indication that the 
class or persons thus designated are 
without an admixture of races. Any 
one who has traveled in Spanish- 
American countries, or in Spain 
where the term originated, would 
see at once its app plicability. The 
descendants of the Gothic conquer- 
ors of Spain retain to this day the 
characteristics of their ancestors—the 
white, transparent skin, blue eyes, 
and auburn or tawny hair, and their 
veins show blue through their cuti- 
cle; but in the case of an admixture 
of African or Moorish blood, the blue 
blood (veins) gradually disappear, 
until in case of a great preponder- 
ance of the latter races, the veins
